Seriously burned, the clerk’s body 
was removed from the hotel and taken 
to a nearby hospital, where he died 
an hour later.

With the letter were enclosed two 
$1,000 bond3 and one $500 gold certifi­ 
cate, said to have been Miss Brown’s 
property.

Gains 
Freedom

WASHINGTON. Feb. 2 3 .-The writ 
of habeas corpus by which Col. Robert 
W. Stew art, multi-millionaire head of 
the Standard Oil company of Indiana, 
secured his release from arrest by the 
lr. S. senate two weeks ago, was dis­ 
missed today by Justice Jennings Bai­ 
ley in district suprem e court. 
The 
court's 
action 
automatically 
remanded the oil m agnate to the cus­ 
tody of the senate, and Deputy 
Ser- 
geant-at-Arms John J. McGrain was on 
hand to take charge of him. 
Stew art’s attorneys, however, imme­ 
diately gave notice of appeal, and Jus- 
tice Bailey fixed the bond at $5,000, 
which was im mediately posted. 
Long Drawn-Out Fight. 
Thus Stew art 
gains his 
freedom 
from physical detention until such 
time as the court of appeals passes 
upon his case. 
It la the intention of 
the oil m an’s attorneys to fight the 
case clear to the United States su­ 
preme court, this insuring 
a 
long 
drawn out legal struggle or perhaps a 
year's duration or more. 
No extended opinion accompanied 
the court’s vacation of the writ. Jus­ 
tice Bailey mounted his bench prompt­ 
ly at IO o’clock, and within throe 
minutes announced his decision. 
“la my opinion,’’ said the Justice, 
“the grounds upon which the peti­

IN OIL BONDS 


Blackmer Received Part 
of Fund, Attorney 
Says. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Henry M. 
Blackmer, form er head of the Mid­ 
west Refining company, who fled to 
Europe to escape the oil trials, re­ 
ceived $750,000 
of the Continental 
Trading company’s mysterious $3,#80,- 
000 Liberty bond “slush fund,” Karl 
C. Schuyler of Denver, his personal 
attorney, told the senate public lands 
committee today. 
The bonds have been held for the 
two years in the vaults of the Equity

Amendment in Answer to Senator Borah

Eighteenth amendment, and a be­ 
liever in the enforcem ent of laws 
enacted

instrument—but further than that 
he would not go in. answ ering 
the demands 
of 
prohibitionist* 
that he declare himself in detail 
with relation to the wet and-dry 
question. 
The foremost candidate for the 
Republican nomination 
for 
tbs 
presidency expressed his prohibi­ 
tion views generally, but not la 
detail, ba a brief letter of leas 
than 110 
words, 
addressed to 
Senator Wen. F. Borah 
<R.) of 
Idaho, who is seeking to pin all 
presidential candidates down to 
definite 
commitments upon th® 
wet-anddry question. 


Some of Borah's pointed ques­ 
tions, Mr. Hoover 
ignored 
en­ 
tirely. 
Hoover said flatly he favored 
retention 
of 
the 
Eighteenth, 
amendment, but he did not so de­ 
clare himself with relation to the 
Voletead act. He contented him­ 
self on this score by merely stat­ 
ing that he was for the amend­ 
ment and favored 
the enforce­ 
ment of all laws enacted to carry 
It out 
Text of Reply. 
The text of his reply to Borah 
follows: 
“My Dear Mr. Senator: 
“Upon ray return to W ashing­ 
ton I have taken up your letter. 
“I feel that the discussion of 
public questions by reply to ques­ 
tionnaires is likely to be unsatis­ 
factory and often times leads to 
confusion, 
rath er 
than clarity. 


Replies to the scores of such in­ 
quiries 
In 
many questions are 
impossible. 
“Out of ray regard fo r your 
known sincerity and your inter­ 
est in the essential question, I 
will, however, say again th at I do 
not favor the repeal of the Eigh­ 
teenth amendment. 
I stand, of 
course, for the efficient, vigorous 
and sincere enforcement of th® 
laws enacted 
thereunder. 
Who­ 
ever is chosen president has un­ 
der his oath the solemn duty to 
pursue this course. 
“Our country has deliberately

a -great social and

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 2 3 — Motion picture pa­ 
trons recently were regaled with a news film showing 
tho great airship Dos Angeles making a landing on the 
deck of the airplane carrier Saratoga while the latter 
was moving at a speed of fifteen knots an hour. 
The 
pictured maneuver was effected smoothly and did not 
seem overly-impresslve. 
The best it got from most aud­ 
iences was a laugh when a group of seamen on the Sara­ 
toga were deluged with the water ballast, released from 
the Los Angeles. 
Movie audiences doubtless would have been more in 
terested had they been Informed that they were wit 
Dossing an epochal event in naval history, ami they 
might have thrilled with pride had they known that the 
Saratoga Is the greatest floating airport In the world 
and with her sister ship, the Lexington, gives the United 
States preeminence In that field of naval construction 
and equipment. 
During the World war the United States adopted 
n'-val prograir that im hided the building of six battle 
cruisers of 40 000 or more tons each. 
England and Her 
many planned four similar vessels each and Japan was 
to build one of the big battle cruisers nod a battleship 
of almost equal tonnage. 
Germany abandoned work on 
her big ships in 1917, whereupon England canceled three 
of ber projected cruisers. 
The United States went ahead 
with her program, however, ami with the pix cruisers 
under construction was in r fair way to naval supremacy 
when the Washington disarmament conference was call 


Under the agreement reached at that confereme, the 
United States was forced to scrap four of the six battle 
cruisers then building. 
The agreement provided that in 
the matter of aircraft carriers the United States and 
England could have a tonnage of 135,000 each, Japan 
wa.; allowed 81,000 to* s, and France and Italy 60,000 
tons each. No ain raft carrier was to exceed 27,000 tons 
displacement, except that two wen* . ’lowed up to 33 000 
tons, which two might be converted battleships that 
otherwise would have to be scrapped 
Comparisons should be made, however, between the 
Saratoga and other craft of her type, such as tho Eagle, 
England's largest carrier, 
lier displa* enient Is 33,000 
tons, to the Eagle’s 22,000. 
The Saratoga’s length is 
888 feet and her beam 106 feet; her speed is 34 knots; 
she is armed with eight 8-inch guns ami twelve anti-air­ 
craft guns, and she carries 83 airplanes 
spotters, fight­ 
ers. ami bombers. 
The Eagle’s length is 667 feet, her 
width loo feet, lier speed 31 knots, lier guns are 6-inch, 
■ ml she carries 50 planes. 
Three other British carriers, 
tho Furious, the Glorious, and the Courageous, are of 
about 19,000 tons, each, length 786 feet, beam 81 to 89 
feet, speed 31 to 32 knots. 
The last three are converted 
cruisers, while the Eagle was converted from a battle­ 
ship which English builders were constructing for Uliile 
when the war broke out in 1914. 
The Furious carried 
planes during the war. 
Japan’s largest carriers are the Akagi, 26,900 tons, 
763 feet In length, 92 feet beam, speed 21 knots, capacity 
50 planes, and the Raga, 27,000 tons, 700 feet In length, 
IOO feet beam, speed 23 knots, and capacity 40 planes. 
The Japanese carriers have 8-inrli guns. 
The Sarati ga carries a crew of 101 officers and 1,365 
men. 
There are 115 commissioned aviators and 450 men 
with aviation ratings to fly and handle the 83 planes 
that are carried In the big hangar just below the flight 
ami landing deck. 
The planes are raised from or low­ 
ered to the hangar through t shaped shafts, th' eleva­ 
tors being operated by electricity which also operates 
almost everything else on the vessel.

Anti-Pistol Legislation 


There has been criticism of New York state as the 
result of its enactment of tho nannies law providing 
for life imprisonment for criminals who are convicted 
four times for felonies. It seems to us that such a law 
for the protection of the law-abiding citizenship of that 
•tate Is no more than fair and just in view of the fact 
that the state has enacted a law for the protection of 
criminals which has rendered law-abiding citizens of the 
•tate incapable of protecting themselves. 
The law to 
which we refer as affording protection to criminals Is 
of course, the Sullivan law, under which the police take 
impressions of the thumbs and keep a record of every 
law-abiding citizen who Is granted a license to own a 
gun, just as they take imprints of the thumbs of every 
crook and killer who falls Into their hands. 
Our attention Is called to the Sullivan law at this 
time by a letter written by Chief Magistrate Joseph E. 
Corrigan, of New York City, addressed to Carl T. Fred­ 
ericks, of the same city, a member of tho American Bar 
association and the 
National 
Crime 
commission 
in 
which the chief magistrate says in part: 
"Anti-pistol lglslatlon Is urged on the ground that 
It will prevent hold-ups and homicides. 
It has not done 
•o here; on the contrary, they have increased. 
It is foolish to think that a man who Is willing to 
risk the electric chair for shooting another person, will 
be deterred from shooting him by the thought that, in 
Addition to being electrocuted, he may be fined $25 for 
carrying a concealed weapon. A man who is bent on a 
murder or a hold-up will carry out his p o ro s e with some 
other weapon, if he can not obtain a pistol, and no 
amount of legislation will keep what may term ‘boot­ 
leg’ pistols out of the hands of the criminals. 
"The theory upon which anti-pistol legislation Is bas­ 
ed is erroneous. 
We do not prohibit automobiles though 
they are used in committing crimes; nor pens because 
they are the tools of the forger. 
The real remedy for 
crimes lies in more prompt and efficient work by the po­ 
lice, the district attorney’s office and the courts. 
The 
Baumes law has done more to reduce crimes of vio­ 
lence than could be accomplished by all the anti-pisto! 
legislation ever suggested. 
"The so-called Sullivan law under which we operate 
in New York has increased the opportunities for black­ 
mail and injustice, for it lr easy to ’plant’ a gun on a per­ 
son and then charge him with a crime. 
"To show the folly of our law, I had a case before me, 
where a man was attacked by a thug, armed with a re­ 
volver. and he took the revolver away from his assailant. 
When he complained of the attack on arrival of a police 
officer, he was arrested for having the revolver In his 
possession. 
There have hen a number of cases before 
m e where householders have fired at burglars In defense 
of their lives and property, and have themselves been 
arrested for violation of our statutes. 
"I could give many concrete instances whore our law 
has done harm, but no case In which It has been of ser­ 
vice.” 
As may be taken from the letter of Thief Magistrate 
Corrigan, there is agitation In other states for measures 
similar to the Sullivan law. 
As a m atter of fact, such 
agitation Is being manifested in many states throughout 
the country by much the same class of people who are 
Seeking to make our government supine. 
We do not say 
wholly by that class, but largely so. 
They apparently 
Beek to make the people of the land as helpless against 
the land’s criminal element as they would make this 
country helpless against the assault of an alien foe. It’s 
a manifestation of pacificism, and all such manifestations 
naturally have the support of the criminal element, the 
support of all those arrayed against law and order and 
government of any kind.

It was destroyed by fires in 1788 and 1794, and rebuilt 
mainly in the Spanish style.

Sometimes there may be no sign of 
a tooth until the baby has gone sev­ 
eral months past the usual time. This 
experience is called "delayed denti­ 
tion.” 
Rickets is the chief cause for delay 
in cutting the 
teeth. 
However, in 
many healthy infants no teeth ap­ 
pear before the tenth month. 
We 
occasionally 
see the 
first teeth at. 
thirteen months. 
This is 
true 
of 
children who seem perfectly healthy 
in every other respect. 
On the other hand, it is not always 
true that teeth appear late in child­ 
ren with rickets. As a rule, the cut­ 
ting of the teeth and hardening of 
the bones of the head go on together. 
If one is early the other is likely to 
be early and vice versa. Marked Ir­ 
regularities in dentition are common 
in children. 
If the Infant Is well nourished and 
thrives properly for the first six or 
eight months, the teeth are steadily 
cut after this time. This is apt to be 
the case, even though the child may 
have chronic Indigestion 
later, 
or 
suffer from extreme 
undernourish­ 
ment from some 
other 
cause 
than 
rickets. 
If the bad health dates from 
birth, however, dentition Ie almost .ti 
ways delayed. It 
seems 
rather re­ 
markable th at some children who are 
markedly emaciated as a result of 
chronic indigestion, may cut their 
teeth regularly. 
There are certain foods which carry 
the 
mysterious 
vitamins. 
Without 
them the child will not prosper. 
One of these vitamins is called “vita 
min D.” 
The lack of it lo associated 
with rickets. Then the bones do not 
develop as they should and the teeth 
may not appear. 
Cod-liver oil Is richer in vitamin D 
than almost any other food. This is 
needed in delayed dentition. 
Plenty of good milk, to which gela­ 
tin Is added, will help. Sunlight is a 
great remedy, too. 
Exposure of the 
baby to the direct rays of the sun 
will help a lot.

Thomas H. Adams, veteran crusading 
editor of the Vincennes Commercial, 
today asked the Republican state com­ 
mittee of Indiana In session here to 
demand tho resignation of Governor 
Ed Jackson. 
Iii the event of the gov­ 
ernor’s refusal to Quit his office volun­ 
tarily Adams dem anded that the state 
committee initiate the necessary steps 
to bring about the governor’s impeach­ 
ment. 
The demands of Adams, who in the 
fall of 1926 blew the lid off tile alleged 
political corruption In Hoosierdom and 
paved the way for the grand Jury In­ 
vestigations which resulted in the in­ 
dictment of 16 public officials, includ­ 
ing the governor, w ere conveyed to E. 
Faye Kltselman 
of 
Muncie, newly- 
elected “new deal” state Republican 
chairman. 
Adams hacked his dem ands with a 
Bumber of telegram s from Indiana (5. 
O. P. new spapers which supported his 
atmid. 
The Vincennes editor placed a re­ 
form program of four points before 
the stato com m itteem en. These were: 
1—Demand the im m ediate resigna­ 
tion of Ed Jackson as governor of In­ 
diana. 
2—In the event of Jackson's refusal 
to resign endeavor to have the legis­ 
lature of the state convene in special 
•essfon to impeach him. 
3—Demand the im m ediate resigna­ 
tion of George V. Coffin, (co defendant 
of Governor Jackson) as county chair­ 
man of Marion county.
